U.S. Making 
Deadly Gas 
Just in Case 


EDITOR'S NOTE-At a plant 
f,n western Indiana, the United 


States makes a deadly nerve 
gas in a race to stay ahead of 
any aggressor, just "so he won't 
be tempted." 


By JAMES R. POLK 


NEWPORT, Ind. (AP)-In a 


cloistered complex of buildings 
on a hill in western Indiana, the 
United States brews and bottles 
One of war's deadliest weapons. 


It is nerve gas, a stealthy 
assassin that is odorless, taste- 
less and virtually invisible. A 
drop, breathed or soaked into 
the skin, can kill. 


At the end of an assembly line 


laced with 40 miles of pipes, the 
liquefied gas is poured into 
rockets, land mines and artil- 
lery shells—destination secret. 
^ The facility, housed in a for- 
^iner atomic energy installation 


now known as the Newport 
Chemical Plant, is the nation's 
major supply center for nerve 
gas. It has been in operation 24 
hours a day for three years. 


Details on the gas are secret, 


but a plant official describes it 
as "hundreds of times more 
toxic" than any commercial 
chemical. 


ty. An Army publication says 


only that the gas can "cause 
death within four minutes." A 
congressional report says less 
than a minute's exposure can 
Kill* 


"This stuff here was original- 


ly developed as an insecticide," 
says a vice president of the 
FMC Corp. which operates the 
plant under a government con- 
tract. 


W The chemicals which form the 


nerve gas are mixed and boiled 
in a plumber's nightmare of 
pipes, furnaces, pumping towers 
and reaction vats. At one point, 
the product looks like frozen 
milk. 


In a separate building, the 


gas is pumped into rockets and 
other munitions by automatic 
equipment in a sealed compart- 


f^ment. 


The equipment fills the rocket. 


X-rays it to measure the con- 
tents, rinses and dries it, and 
checks for leaks. 


From Newport, the rockets 


and artillery shells are shipped 
in "normal Army supply chan- 
nels" says Lt. Col. William J. 
Tisdale, officer in charge at the 
plant. He will say no more. 


"Everything we have here we 
• would like for the public to 
know, but we" don'f Want the 
Russians to know," Tisdale ex- 
plains.

reconnaissance plane was shol 
down over Cuba during the Oc- 
tober 1962 missils crisis, there 
was widespread talk in Wash- 
ington that if another such inci 
dent occurred the United States 
would knock out the Cuban an 
tiaircraft missile bases by se 
lective bombing attack. 


The latest of the new warn 


ings to Cuba came from Presi 
dent Johnson Tuesday in talk- 
ing to a group of newsmen at 
the White House.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pfesi- 


ident Johnson, in confidential 
reports many European embas- 
sies sent to their capitals, got 
an "A" in domestic affairs. But 
grading was deferred 
in his 


other major, foreign policy. 


A number of Western diplo- 


mats, who cannot be quoted, 
speak with surprising frankness 
about these reports. Conversa- 
tions with them reveal that the 
envoys have amazingly similar 
views about the Johnson admin- 
istration. 


The explanation for the flat- 


tering high mark in domestic 
affairs is simple. Johnson, the 
diplomats 
are 
saying, 
has 


achieved in a remarkably short 
time good working harmony 
with Congress, something which 
they say was on a sadly low 
level during the last period of 
the Kennedy administration. 


In foreign affairs, however, 


grading had to be postponed be- 
cause of what diplomats deli- 
cately described as Johnson's 
reserved attitude on most for- 
eign policy questions which in- 
terest this country's European 
allies. 


The envoys of course 
are 


aware that 1964 is an election 
year and that customarily do- 


mestic problems push foreign 
policy headaches into the back- 
ground. It is also true, they con- 
cede, that the lull in East-West 
relations relieved the chief ex- 
ecutive from making dramatic 
decisions. 


But, one French-speaking dip- 


lomat Spoke of noblesse oblige 
—in this case meaning that as 
the Western world's leader, the 
United States, election year or 
not, must continue to give guid- 
ance to (he West. 


There is an almost puzzling 


similarity among Western dip- 
lomats, the French excluded, 
mildly criticizing the adminis- 
tration's position on Charles de 
Gaulle. The words they use 
range from exaggeration to de- 
featism. De Gaulle is not Eu- 
rope, the diplomats' reasoning 
goes. They

to bring European integration 
to a halt or to create some kind 
of a third force. 


Washington, it is felt, is apt
